decided that the old sub-treasury in 
New York city is to be kept intact 
as a "national historic monument."

Here was the original city 
hall, on whose steps Washington 
was inaugurated as the first presi- 
dent. The building was remodelled 
to make a "Federal Hall," and after- 
ward a sub-treasury- It is ancient, 
solid, quaint, dignified

Upon its steps today stands 


the statue of Washington, in a pose 
so majestic, so benignant, that it 
seems, as it rises 'there over the 
tumult of Wall street, to be at once 
extending a benediction and utter- 
ing an admonition to the abounding, 
matchless prosperity of America. It 
is tho thrifty Franklin's Washington 
doubled with the statesmanlike and 
grandly political Hamilton's Wash- 
ington. The statue has -lood where 
it is only since the year 18S3. but it 
has already grown into the city's 
life.

no injuries. Young Loeb, the doctor 
said, displayed nervous symptoms 
which led him to believe he was 
slightly "abnormal." This nervous- 
ness was not caused by the accident, 
the doctor said. 


Dr. Armstrong's testimony was In- 


troduced by the defense in 
an at- 


tempt to support testimony of thfe 
defense alienists and companions of 
the two youthful slayers, which in- 
dicated they were both "mentally 
abnormal."

We were speaking the other day 


of two brothers. 


The elder is of a rather fretful 


temper, very selfish and decidedly 
egocentric. 


The younger Is sweet tempered, 


unselfish and distinctly less an ego- 
tist than the most of us. 


'•Everyone likes Jimmy the better 


of the two," said one of their friends. 


"Everybody except their mother," 


said someone else, "'it's perfectly 
plain that Charles is her favorite." 


Queer or Natural? 


"Xrn't it the queerest thing," said 


the other speaker, "that mothers al- 
ways seem to lllca t!ie least attrac- 
tive of their children best?" 


Is it? 
Or is it the most natural thing? 
I am inclined to think the latter. 
IL act It seems to me that cause 


and effect most obviouslj chase each 
other around in a vicious circle in 
thS case of the spoiled child. 


Often, as in this case, the spoiled 


child is the first one. He's in the 
centre of the staee for his parents, 
they adore him, and are pretty sure 
to indulge him. 


,When the next child comes along 


he is not the only one, and he never 
has the whole stage to himself. 


Because the first child has been 


made so much of he becomes selfish 
and spoilt. He is always showing 
off. 
He is inclined to have fits of 


temper when he cannot hare his 
way. And as none of these traits 
are likely to endear him to people 
outside the family he is less popular 
than the other children who are not 
co spoiled. 


His mother, sensitive to all that 


concerns ter children and especially 
so as regards her favorite (though 
shejmay not acknowledge him as 
such) feels that he is less popular 
thaii the rest and resei'ts it. To 
make up for it shu is extra indulgent 
to him. With the inevitable result 
that he becomes more spoiled and 
less likeM. 


So the vicious circle of cause and 


effect goes round an': round. And 
mother can nevnr see why so many 
p e o p l e are so disagreeable to 
Charles. And Charles' acquaintances 
cannot see why his mother 
is so 


much fonder of the disagreeable 
Charles, so mucb more forgiving of 
his faults, so much prouder of any 
virtue or success on his part than on 
the part of her other children. (Tho 
she probably A-ouidn't admit it In a 
thousand years.) 


Not Always the F'rst Child. 


Of course I know that it isn't al- 


ways the first cnild that gets this 
extra. indulgence 
Sometimes 
it's 


the first boy after several girls, or 
the first girl in a family of boys: 
sometimes it's 
the rcost delicate 


child, and then again it's the unex- 
pected postscript child. And, fur- 
thermore, we have ail known chil- 
dren who have had enougl innate 
sweetness and strength of character 
not to be spoiled.and made selfish 
and disagreeable by rsToritism. But 
we know they are tht exception 
rather than rule.

A tired fighter, struck in the stom- 
ach, would yell, "Foul." The referee 
would have to stop the fight and 
consult the judges. Meanwhile, seat- 
ed on the floor, the tired lighter 
would have recovered his breath and 
could go on with the fight. 
More- 


over, he would be able to continue 
to cry "Foul" on similar occasions, 
ad lib. 


Mistakes happen under the present 


Fystem—and one MAY have been 
made when Carpentier lost to Tun- 
ney—but it is a better system than 
the proposed substitute. 


Referees are generally old-timers. 


They know the game and the men, 
and not much is "put over" on them. 
They are keen of eye, quick of de- 
cision, and have the confidence of 
absolute authority -which would 
be 


lacking if their decisions were dis- 
putable. 
It would be as though ap- 


peal were permitted from the decis- 
ions of an umpire at a baseball game 
on balls and strikes. 


A fighter is entitled to all he can 


get—within the rules. A good idea 
IE to have as few rules as possible. 


It would be no new ihing to have 


a good referee make a mistake in an 
important fight. Sometimes it seems 
as though the more important the 
fight the bigger the mistake. 


Certainly, during the never-to-be- 


forgotten Dempsey-Firpo go there 
were fouls galore. But that affair 
had developed into a man-to-man sur- 
vival of the fittest sort of a scrap, 
and the referee would have been 
criticized if he had 
observed 
the 


strict letter of ring law and awarded 
the fight to Firpo. 


Once, when Jimmy Wilde was los- 


ing his title to Pancho Villa, the 
little Filipino started a punch with 
the bell, and it knocked the English- 
man kicking. 
It was technically a 
foul, because the blow landed after 
the bell had rung, but it 
wasn't 
claimed. 


When Dempsey won the heavy- 


weight crown from Willard at Toledo 
he was permitted by his seconds to 
leave the ring, at the end of the first 
round, under the impression that he 
had knocked out the giant, who lay 
stunned on the canvas. But the time- 
keeper decided the bell had saved 
Jess, and there was a hurry call to 
get Dempsey back Into the ring be- 
fore Willard's seconds should claim 
the fight for their man on the ground 
that Dempsey had disqualified him- 
self by quitting the ring.

Hewer of Wood and Drawer 


of Water for Family. 


Springfield Republican: Much has 


been done in the past half cenUury 
toward ameliorating th" lot of thosf 
who toil. Slavery was abolished just 
before the period began; labor-sav- 
ing 
devices of countless varieties 


have been developed; child labor has 
to a large extent been eliminated; 
the principle of the eight-hour work- 
ing day in Industry has been gener- 
ally recognized; in short the effects 
of an awakened socUi 
conscience 


have become apparent on every side 
and yet, despite the general Improve- 
ment which has taken place all 
around her, the rural woman Is still 
a drudge, iier house-labor equipment 
little better than it was fifty years 
ago. 
This fact, which must have 


been apparent to anyone familiar 
with country households, is brought 
home with startling emphasis by the 
publication of an "Analysis of Elec- 
tric Service for Rural Homes," by 
Samuel S. Wyer, associate in min- 
eral technology of the Smithsonian 
Institution. 


The use of power and mechanical 


equipment for replacing human and 
animal muscular effort in the fields, 
around the barns and on the road is 
growing rapidly, largely as a result 
of the increasing scarcity and ex- 
pense of farm labor. This multipli- 
cation of muscular energy has great- 
ly increased the farmer's effective 
work, 
lessened his working hours 


and 
decreased the tedium of bis 


labors. 


The average farmer has invested 


in labor-saving devices for himself 
because he has realized that their 
possession was a matter of bread 
and butter. Without them he would 
be unable to compete with his neigh- 
bors. .But to buy them has cost him 
a good deal, and he is of necessity a 
thrifty soul. Household conveniences 
have appeared to him in the nature 
of luxuries. His mother and 
his 
grudawther got along w i t h o u t 
kitchen cabinets, oil ranges, electric 
irons and running w a t e r ; why 
shouldn't his wife be able to do like- 
wise? 
Out of doors most of the 


time, he fails to realize the deadly 
monotony and heart-breaking drudg- 
ery of her daily tasks, and she, loyal 
helpmate that she is, never thinks 
to enlighten him. 


She, in the meantime, goes thru 


her daily tasks patiently and uncom- 
plainingly. She arises before day-

light during a large part of the year, 
gets breakfast by lamplight, cleans, 
trims, and fills the antiquated 
oil 


lamps, wields the broom and mop, 
beats the rugs, treads the sewing 
machine, rubs the clothes on the 
washboard or runs the hand-operat- 
ed washing machine, turns t h e 
wringer, the cream separator and 
the churn, washes the dishes, and 
dairy utensils, carries out the refuse 
and fetches the fuel and water 
She 


bakes and irons, summer and win- 
ter, 
in a super-heated kitchen. In 


all too many cases, like the Indian 
squaw, she is still the family "hewer 
ot wood and drawer of water." 


"The house where the wife and 


mother are drudges," says Mr. Wyer, 
"can never be a home in the highest 
sense. 
The installation of modern 


labor-saving devices in the house 
would enable the woman to do her 
work with one-half the labor and 
would bring her 
contentment and 


better health." 


How Electricity Helps. 


He points to these ways in which 


electric power would lighten house 
labors: Proper lighting but appre- 
ciating the distinction between mere 
lighting and correct illumination, and 
recognizing the need of eye conser- 
vation; 
motor service 
for water 


pumping, driving churn, washing 
machine, wringer, mangle, vacuum 
cleaner, 
sewing 
machine, 
dish 


washer, dough or batter-mixing ma- 
chine, fan and ice machine and for 
cooking, but frankly facing the fact 
that electricity because it is already 
a form of energy—ready without 
further transformation for lighting 
and power purposes—is not a' cheap 
form of heat and that the heat cost 
in comparison without heat sources 
•will be higher. 


The heating of rural homes with 


electric energy, he finds, is not with- 
in the realm of the practical. 
It 


would be a gross waste rather than 
a conservation of fuel resources and 
so prohibitive in cost as to be be- 
yond all consideration. 
As to the 


sources of electric energy, it- might 
be thru small 
plants 
located on 


farms or high tension lines from re- 
mote power stations. It also might 
be obtained 
from a small water 


•wheel using local water falls on the 
farm. 
Mr. Wyer says that storage bat- 


tery equipment would, of course, be 
desirable for continuous 
lighting 


purposes. 
It is pointed out that 


whether any given potential water 
power is worth developing depends 
entirely on the local condition and 
the amount of money that must be 
spent to put the water to work since 
water power is not always cheaper 
than power from other sources. In 
a summary of his conclusions, Mr. 
Wyer says.: 


Matter of National Importance. 
"The putting of labor-saving stand- 


ards of the rural home on at '.-east 
the same plane as the b£.rn and the 


field is of national importance in the 
bearing that it will have in making 
for rural home contentment and wel- 
fare of the coming geneiation. 


"The 
desirability of electric serv- 


ice for rural homes cannot be debat- 
able. The only open questions are 
how the rural consumer can meet 
the installation costs of the electric 
equipment and the opeiating costs of 
the seivice and whether it is better 
to extend high tension lines or gen- 
erate electric current on the farm in 
a small isolated plant. In many 
rural homes the latter is the only 
feasible 
-way 
certainly for many 


years. The electric heating of rural 
homes is not within the realm of the 
practical. 


"Electricity for cooking will cost 


more than other fuels. Furthermore, 
reduced rates for cooking as com- 
pared with other domestic service— 
except for quantity used—cannot be

college education.

Dear Mary: Please tell me how 


to renovate old pieces of silk and 
velvet.—C. M. H. 


A. It has been fouuJ by experi- 


ment that glue has a decided faculty 
:or raising the nap and restoring 
:he luster and newness to these ma- 
terials. A piece of badly worn vel- 
vet was treated as follows: Hot 
water was allowed to run thru the 
wrong side to raise the nap. The 
velvet was then placed in a basin 
containing two quarts of hot water 
In which two tablespoonfuls of finest 
quality liquid glue had 
been dis- 


solved. After being soused well but 
never wrung or twisted it was hung 
by the edge to a lin'j and allowed to 
stay until almost dry. It was then 
removed from 
the 
line 
and 
the 


wrong side run over a hot iron. If 
the piece of velvet is large, It can 
be fastened to chairs, the wrong side 
up, and the hot iron applied. In this 
way, 
old velvet becomes like new 


and at practically no expense. Silk 
is treated in practically the same 
manner, being laid on the ironing 
board 
and pressed on 
the wrong 


side. 
Small pieces of velvet are not at 


all difficult to renovate in this man- 
ner, but great care is necessary in 
handling of large 
pieces. These 


should be hung up horizontally, the 
opposite sides pinned. 
Taffeta also 


yields readily to the treatment out- 
lined for velvet. A thin piece of 
gauze should be used in pressing 
any o£ these materials 
and 
care 


should be taken not to use too hot 
an iron. 
When silks or velvets are drying, 


they should not be hung in the hot 
sun, as too great a heat may injure 
them. 


My Neighbor Says. 


Boiling rhubarb juice will remove 


rust stains on white clothes, even 
those of long standing. It will not 
injure the most delicate fabrics. 


The addition of a little kerosene 


to starch as it is cooking makes 
ironing easier. Waxed cracker boxes 
are splendid for polishing hot irons. 


In cooking rhubarb, if you will 


turn boiling water over the plant, 
after peeling it and cutting it up> 
and let it stand for ten minutes, the 
less sugar you will need. .Don't 
cook it—just scald it. 
To prevent white clothes that are 


to be packed away from becoming 
yellow, dip a sheet in blueing water 
(use enough blueing to make the 
sheet quite blue), then spread the 
sheet over the top of the chest in 
which the clothes are packed.

ent communities in as many counties 
of Nebraska. 
These farmers each 


have a scrub bull which they will 
bring in and trade to the breeder 
the day that the train stops in town. 
The trade is to be even up, tin 
farmer to get the purebred bull to 
have and to hold as his own property 
and the breeder to get the scrub bull 
to ship to market as salvage. The 
tanner is to keep the purebred bull 
at least two 
years, 
provided he j 


proves to be a satisfactory breeder. 


Giving a bull to this movement foi 


better dairy sires in Nebraska mean* 
a real sacrifice to each of the indi- 
vidual breeders of the state, most of 
whom have only comparatively small 
herds of high class animals. The 
spirit shown by these breeders in do- 
nating the bulls, however, has proven 
that the foundation for 
a future 


dairy prosperity in Nebraska hab 
already- been raid by these pioneer 
breeders, Mr. Liebers says. 


The 
connection between 
these 


breeders and the farmers who are to 
get the bulls has been established 
thru the combined efforts of the Bur- 
lington railroad, the Nebraska Dairy 
Development society, the Agricul- 
tural college, and business men's or- 
ganizations in each of the thirty-one 
towns where the train is to stop. The 
Burlington railroad, thru its agricul- 
tural agents, J. B. Lamson of Chi- 
cago' and H. L. Ford of Denver, is 
furnishing the twelve coach special 
train -which is to carry the bulls and 
the exhibits over the state.

Wild Bill and Calamity Jane. 
Minneapolis Journal: "Wild Bill" 


was a great name in the Black Hills 
In the 1870's. Mrs. Tallant, one of 
the historians of the hills, writes of 
him, "His' shot was like a flash of 
light." The hotel at Deadwood keeps 
behind glass, in the little room off 
the lobby, where the letters are writ- 
ten, the "gun" with which Wild Bill 
put an end to the life of a gentle- 
man named Tutt, in a misunder- 
standing across the public ^quare at 
Springfield, Mo., just after the Civil 
•war. Wild Bill, who was Colonel 
William Hickok, and who had been 
a northern scout in the war, seenas 
to have been touchy and sentimental 
•with the weapon. He was once en- 
gaged in an expedition across the 
plains, when they ran upon a woman 
and two children who had somehow 
lost themselves on this terrible ex- 
panse. 
The leader of the expedi- 


tion was all for leaving the woman 
behind. 


"This is no emigrant train," he 


said. 


Wild Bill's wrath was aroused by 


this heartless remark. 


"You are going to stay behind," 


he said to the leader, "and the wo- 
man is going with us." 


He put three shots thru the man 


and they buried him and went on, 
taking the woman along. 


"Calamity 
Jane" was an early 


character in the west, with whose 
name our tenderfoot expedition of 
1924 was not so familiar. Stories 
are still told of her riding her vici- 
ous little horse into the saloons to 
get her drink. 
I sort of assumed 


that this drink was hard liquor. Of 
course, it _ might have been milk. I 
didn't, however, suggest that pos- 
sibility in Deadwood. 


History says that "Calamity Jane 


was at one time the consort of Wild 
Bill." He must have been her hero 
even to her death, for. towards the 
close of her life, she remarked one 
day7. "Well. I guess I'm going to cash 
in tonight," and then requested to 
be buried near the ^rave of\ Wild 
Bill. 


Her request was carried out. She 


lies on Mount Moriah in Deadwood. 
Just across a narrow path from Wild 
Bill's grave, and the place around is 
worn bare by the tread of the thou- 
sands • of pilgrims who visit 
the 


spot 


On Wild Bill's grave there is a 


life-size statue of him hewn out of 
red sandstone, but the

Brotherhood of Locomotive Engin- 
eers is a remarkable body of men.

Where the Consumer Gains. 


United States Department of Agri- 


culture Bulletin: The uneven season- 
al production of eggs results in a 
surplus during the spring season and 
a corresponding scarcity during the 
fall and winter. It is one of the 
functions of the wholesale egg trade, 
says the United States department 
of agriculture, to Equalize the supply 
and meet the demand at all seasons 
as nearly as possible. This is done 
by moving a part of the spring eggs 
thru the usual channels for immedi- 
ate consumption while the rest are 
carefully candled, packed in new 
cases, with new fillers and flats and 
shipped to the larger cities, where 
they are placed in cold storage and 
held until fall and winter when there 
is a shortage of eggs. Eggs special- 
ly packed for storage in new cases 
made of odorless white wood, with 
new fillers and flats, 
are 
called 


"storage packed" and sell for slight- 
ly higher prices per dozen than ordi- 
nary packed. 


Approximately 12 per cent of the 


total annual production of eggs is 
stored. 
The season of shortage be- 


gins in March, is most active during 
April and May, and continues at a 
lessened rate during June and July, 
and closes about August 1. 
With- 


drawal of eggs from storage is slight 
in August, but gradually increases in 
September and October, is heaviest 
in November and December, and con- 
tinues thru January and February 
until the stocks are practically ex- 
hausted by March 1 or earlier. Ap- 
parently 40 to 50 per cent of the to- 
tal annual holdings for the United
